WEBB-KENYON LAW’S WIDE SCOPE 

A study of the full text of the supreme court decision 
on the Webb-Kenyon law shows the blow to the liquor busi¬ 
ness to be even harder than was at first supposed from the 
mere sustaining of the law The court decided that the in¬ 
terstate commerce law cannot be used as a means of evad¬ 
ing state prohibition laws. But it goes further. 

It specifically says that congress has the power to pro¬ 
hibit interstate commerce in liquor, for which only a majori¬ 
ty vote would be required in congress. 

In the language of Chief Justice White, “the all-reach¬ 
ing power of government over liquor is settled.” 

It nullifies the language of a previous decision, often 
quoted by defenders of the traffic, which in dealing with a 
phase of one case referred to it as a lawful, legitimate 
business. 

It sets liquor apai't as a commodity to be dealt with dif¬ 
ferently from my other. It says: 

“The exceptional nature of the subject here regulated 
(intoxicants) is the basis upon which the exceptional power 
exerted must rest and offers no ground for any fear that 
such power may be constitutionally extended to things which 
it may not, consistently with the guarantees of the constitu¬ 
tion, embrace.”
